Our present system consists of 
approximately 100,000 feet of un- 
dersized and inadequate mains 
which cause all of the areas ser- 
viced by such mains to be placed 
in an unprotected category for 
insurance rate purposes. 


This means that all of tho 
homes ond buildings in this so- 
callod unprotected area pay in- 
surance rates which are approx- 
imately 65 per cent higher than 
those rates in tho presently 
protected area. 


A protected area is one which 
has 4 inch or larger mains, and 
all building are within 500 feet 
of a fire hydrant connected to a 
4 inch or larger water main. 


“An unprotected area is one 
which has mains smaller than 4 
inches. 


In October 1952, the City pur- 
chased a new fire engine at a 
cost of approximately $13,000 
which is the most modern and ef- 
.icient piece of fire fighting equip- 
ment available. However, the ef- 
ficiency of this fine piece of equip- 
ment is practically completely lost 
when attempting to pump water 
from an undersized water main. 


In many areas of the City 
where there are 2-inch and 3- 
inch mains and some smaller 
mains, there is often, especiatly 
during the dry summer months, 
a serious shortage of water for 
even domestic purposes. This 
condition can be corrected by 
the installation of larger, ade- 
quate mains. 


The Engineer’s survey estimates 
the cost of the Water Works im- 
provements at approximately 
$501,000. The Natural Gas Di- 
vision has, at this time, a bal- 
ance of $99,000. bonded indebted-

And in 1947 the Citizens showed their .appreciae: 
tion by re-electing me with the largest majority of": 
votes ever received by a Board Member in beat 5, in 
a second primary.
